1  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year 

1971. 


Vital  Statistics 


During  1971,  4  infants  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  1  year  and  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  of  28  per  1,000  live  births  is  high.  The  England  and  Wales  figure  is  18.  Last  year  the 
Nantwich  rate  was  identical  with  the  National  figure  and  the  number  of  infant  deaths  in  the  Urban 
District  was  3,  so  this  large  increase  in  the  rate  is  caused  by  an  increase  of  one  infant  death 
during  the  year.  This  demonstrates  the  care  which  needs  to  be  exercised  in  Interpreting  changes 
in  vital  statistic  rates  based  on  relatively  small  populations.  All  4  were  male  legitimate 
infants  and  3  died  during  the  first  week  of  life.  Deaths  during  the  neo  natal  period  (the  first 
month  of  life)  are  generally  regarded  as  being  less  easily  prevented. 

The  total  number  of  live  births,  143,  is  the  lowest  number  in  the  last  10  years,  the  average 
of  which  is  180.  The  wide  fluctuation  in  the  figure  is  shown  in  the  10  year  table  on  page  5. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births,  6,  remains  low  and  maintains  the  illegitimate  live  birth  rate 
of  4$  -  less  than  half  the  England  and  Wales  percentage. 

The  total  number  of  deaths,  155,  is  almost  identical  with  the  average  figure  for  the  past 
decade.  The  death  rate  of  12.4  is  slightly  higher  than  the  England  and  Wales  figure  of  11.6 
per  1,000  resident  population.  The  table  on  page  4  shows  the  causes. 

I nfectious  Diseases 


A  table  is  included  giving  details  of  the  occurence  of  the  common  diseases.  The  report  is 
generally  satisfactory.

Nantwich  is  an  ancient  town  situated  in  the  south-west  corner  of  Cheshire  and  is  a  market  town 
for  a  large  and  important  agricultural  area.  The  River  Weaver  and  the  Shropshire  Union  Canal  pass 
through  the  district  and  in  parts  both  form  the  boundary  of  the  Urban  area. 

Industrial  enterprise  exists  mainly  in  the  form  of  clothing  manufacture,  agricultural  machinery 
and  a  tannery.  There  is  scope  for  the  establishment  of  light  industries,  road  and  rail  communications 
being  very  convenient;  by  rail  the  town  is  served  by  the  main  lines  from  Crewe  to  Shrewsbury  and  the 
West  of  England  and  good  roads  radiate  from  the  town  to  all  parts  of  Cheshire,  Shropshire,  the

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SECTION  C. 


Water  Supply 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Mid  Cheshire  Water  Board  on  which  the  Council  is  represented.  The 
source  of  supply  is  the  River  Dee  at  Llangollen  from  which  water  is  pumped  into  the  Llangollen 
canal  along  which  it  gravitates  to  the  purification  works  at  Hurleston.  Branch  mains  distribute 

the  water  to  service  reservoirs  in  the  area  served  by  the  Board. 

The  output  from  the  works  during  1971/72  was  8.7  million  gallons  per  day  and  the  average 

domestic  consumption  over  the  area  served  by  the  Board  was  35  gallons  per  head  per  day.  The 

quality  of  the  water,  as  delivered  to  the  consumer,  is  satisfactory  as  shown  by  the  results  of 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  which  were  made  at  frequent  intervals. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District,  numbering  11,480,  is  housed  in  3,995  dwellings,  all 
of  which  are  supplied  directly  from  the  public  water  mains.  There  has  been  no  contamination  of 
the  water  supply  calling  for  any  special  action  and  the  water  is  not  pi  umbo-solvent.  No 
natural  fluoride  exists  in  the  water.

At  the  time  of  preparation  of  the  Report  in  1972,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  information. 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  modified  and  enlarged  sewage  works  continues  to  provide  a  satisfactory  effluent  withi 
the  30:20  standard  laid  down  by  the  Mersey  and  Weaver  River  Authority.  The  disposal  of  sludge 
is,  however,  still  providing  a  major  problem  despite  the  acquisition  of  a  mobile  3  stage  belt 
conveyer,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  old  highway  tractor  and  trailer  will  shortly  be  available 
full  time  for  sludge  removal  and  that,  with  the  standby  refuse  vehicle,  will  at  last  enable 
the  difficulties  to  be  overcome. 

All  sewage  is  of  course  pumped  to  the  Sewage  Works  and  during  the  power  crisis  this  was  a 
cause  of  some  concern.  However,  the  power  supply  to  the  main  pumping  station  at  Beam  Bridge 
was  not  interrupted  and  the  service  operated  as  normal. 

The  CIRIA  storm  overflow  study  which  is  situated  underground  at  Harveys  Tannery  continues 
to  be  operated,  and  analyses  of  inlet  and  outlet  samples  are  being  taken  at  storm  times,  but 
as  yet  no  conclusions  can  be  reached. 
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Public  Cleansing 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  and  trade  refuse  is  controlled  by  the  Surveyor 
as  is  also  street  cleansing. 

Polythene  sacks  are  now  being  used  as  bin  liners  for  all  domestic  refuse  collection 
throughout  the  Urban  District  and  some  of  the  trade  refuse  is  also  collected  in  this  manner. 

The  scheme  has  been  an  unqualified  success  in  respect  of  hygiene,  which  was  the  reason  for 
the  scheme  being  introduced.  Minor  problems  arise  from  time  to  time,  but  it  would  appear 
that  generally  the  public  appreciate  the  advantages  of  the  present  method.  It  would  appear 
that  even  in  the  case  of  householders  with  solid  fuel  Installations  that  they  are  not  being 
unduly  inconvenienced  by  having  to  allow  the  ashes  to  cool  before  putting  them  into  the  bin 
lir.cr,  and  in  fact,  this  has  lead  to  the  relieving  of  some  complaints  in  respect  of  house¬ 
holders  who  in  the  past  placed  very  hot  ashes  into  their  refuse  bin  causing  appreciable  smoke 
and  smell  in  the  neighbourhood. 

The  collection  is  virtually  being  carried  out  by  a  50  cu.  yd.  "Shark”  collection  vehicle 
which  is  serviced  by  the  driver  and  5  other  men.  Bearing  in  mind  that  approximately  4,500 
bins  are  being  emptied  per  week,  the  work  performance  of  the  staff  would  appear  to  be  eminently 
satisfactory.  In  addition  to  the  main  collection,  the  stand-by  vehicle  does  carry  out  special 
trade  collections,  amounting  to  about  12  loads  per  week. 

Arrangements  made  with  the  Rural  District  Council  to  empty  the  remaining  pail  closets, 
dealt  with  by  the  local  authority  at  an  agreed  cost,  worked  satisfactorily. 

Public  Baths 


The  Open  Air  Swimming  Pool,  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Council,  is  open  from  May  to 
September  each  year.  The  pool  is  100  feet  by  50  feet  and  is  supplied  with  brine  from  the 
Council's  brine  well  at  the  rear  of  the  Old  Town  Hall.  About  9  ounces  of  brine  is  added  per 
gallon  of  water.  The  pool  is  now  heated  and  the  water  is  filtered  and  sterilised  by  the 
"Breakpoint”  chlorination  process  and  fed  to  the  pool  through  a  cascade.  There  is  an  active 
Swimming  Club  in  the  town  and  arrangements  operate  with  the  County  Education  Authority  for 
organised  visits  by  school  children, 

A  major  overhaul  of  the  open  air  swimming  pool  has  virtually  been  completed,  although 
work  is  currently  proceeding  on  the  tiling  of  the  paved  surround  to  the  pool.  The 
chlorinating  plant  has  had  to  be  renewed  almost  throughout  and  the  heating  boilers  have 
undergone  major  repairs,  as  in  fact  the  inner  casings  had  corroded  away  causing  leaks  and 
rendering  the  boilers  inoperative.  An  Increased  spectator  and  sunbathing  area  has  been 
enclosed  within  the  baths  area,  (this  was  extremely  well  used  during  the  few  periods  of  good 
weather  last  year)  and  a  paddling  pool  and  sand  pit  have  been  provided  for  the  under  seven 
year  olds. 

A  small  cafe  has  been  incorporated  in  the  new  veranda  which  has  a  glazed  wall  providing 
a  view  down  to  the  river. 

Rivers  and  Streams  Pollution 


Responsibility  for  this  work  was  transferred  to  the  Cheshire  Rivers  Board  as  from  1st 
October,  1951,  and  this  body  is  now  incorporated  in  the  Mersey  and  Weaver  Rivers  Authority, 
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Closet  Accommodation 


All  premises  in  the  district  are  served  by  water  closets  with  the  exception  of  those  of 
which  the  Public  Health  Inspector  gives  details  in  his  report  under  the  heading  "Pail  Closets".

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration,  the  report  upon  the  work  of  this 
Department  during  the  year  1971,  and  from  it  will  be  seen  the  wide  range  of  duties  for  which 
the  Department  is  responsible. 

I  would  again  like  to  comment  on  the  housing  activities  as  I  feel  that  this  is  a  field  in 
which  so  many  improvements  can  be  made.  In  this  connection  the  policy  of  giving  grant  aid  for 
improvements  was  continued  and  the  number  of  applications  has  steadily  increased.  It  is  my 
belief  that  wherever  possible,  families  should  have  the  basic  amenities  of  life  which  so  many 
of  us  take  for  granted. 

A  Public  Inquiry  in  connection  with  the  Cowfields  Clearance  Area  was  held  during  the  year 
and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  not  now  be  long  before  redevelopment  of  the  area  takes  place. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  record  appreciation  of  the  continued  co-operation  and  support 
by  Councillors,  fellow  officials  and  my  own  staff.

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HOUSING 


There  were  9  sites  where  private  building  was  either  in  progress  or  where  it  was  planned. 

43  houses  were  completed.  18  flats  were  provided  by  the  Council  during  the  year  making  the  total 
of  post  war  Council  houses  and  flats  960  including  20  temporary;  these  have  been  added  to  the  278 
pre-war  stock  of  houses  up  to  the  end  of  1971.  12  unfit  houses  were  vacated  by  informal  action 
and  18  vacant  houses  were  demolished. 

Mill  House  was  demolished  and  redevelopment  of  the  site  was  commenced  on  the  provision 
of  flatlets  for  elderly  persons  linked  to  the  Mi  11  fields  County  Home  on  the  adjoining  site.

The  housing  survey  of  older  property  has  continued  and  steady  progress  has  been  made  in 
clearing  unfit  property. 

The  increased  grants  (both  Standard  and  Improvement)  available  since  the  Housing  Act  1969 
has  resulted  in  a  marked  increase  in  interest  and  in  the  number  of  applications. 

Negotiations  with  owners  of  unfit  property  in  the  Cowfields  Clearance  Area  for  purchase  of 
the  property  by  the  Council  was  in  the  main  unsuccesful  and  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  made. 
Objections  were  made  by  some  of  the  owners  and  a  Public  Inquiry  was  held  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  is  intended  that  eventual  redevelopment  of  the  site  will  include  an  Old  Peoples*  flatlet 
scheme  under  warden  control.  The  modernisation  of  pre-war  Council  houses  in  the  immediate  area 
is  also  envisaged  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  a  forerunner  to  modernisation  of  all  the 
pre-war  Council  houses. 

Provision  of  additional  Council  accommodation  on  a  site  at  the  Barony  was  continued  and 
nearing  completion  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  housing  development  was  commenced  at  Cronkinson 
Oak  where  83  housing  units  are  to  be  built. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Cases  of  “notifiable”  diseases  are  visited  where  necessary  as  soon  as  possible  after 
notification. 

The  number  of  cases  of  diseases  notified  during  the  year  were  4  Whooping  Cough  and  46 
Measles. 


There  was  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILK  SAMPLES

The  responsibility  for  administration  and  control  of  milk  production  and  licensing  of 
producers  of  designated  milk  lies  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  the 
County  Council  is  responsible  for  control  and  licensing  of  pasteurising  and  sterilising  plants 
and  licensing  of  dealers.  This  leaves  the  District  Councils  with  only  the  registration  and  control 
of  distributors  of  milk. 


The  County  Health  Department  frequently  sample  milk  at  pasteurising  and  sterilising  depots 
and  from  dealers  in  the  area.

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FACTORIES 


Routine  visits  to  factories,  farms  and  building  sites  were  carried  out.  Two  firms  submitted 
returns  of  ’’outworkers”  which  contained  details  of  A  persons  engaged  in  the  finishing  of  clothing. 
There  are  64  factories  in  which  power  is  used,  5  farms  and  3  in  which  work  is  done  manually, 
"Factories”  at  building  sites  numbered  13, 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Samples  are  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  by  the  Water  Board  and 
these  have  been  satisfactory,  A  detailed  summary  of.  such  samples  is  contained  in  tho  Medical 
Officer  of  Health’s  Report, 

SWIMMING  BATHS  -  SAMPLING 

During  the  year  23  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  Brine  Swimming  Pool  and  St,  Josephs 
School,  London  Road,  and  by  an  arrangement  with  Crewe  Borough  Council  Health  Department  these  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Chester,  The  results  showed  no  harmful  bacteria  to 
be  present, 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Two  trailer  caravans  and  a  temporary  building  are  licensed  on  one  site  as  a  dwelling.  No 
nuisance  has  arisen  from  the  use  of  these  structures, 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

There  has  been  no  complaint  or  cause  for  action  during  the  year.  The  premises  have  been 
visited  periodically  during  the  year  to  ensure  that  they  are  free  from  rodents, 

/ 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  premises  of  this  character  in  the  district, 

CANAL  BOATS 

No  complaints  were  received  and  no  inspections  were  made  during  the  year, 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Building  Regulations  require  that  in  new  buildings  provision  is  made  for  the  fire  openings 
to  be  such  as  to  receive  appliances  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuel.  Several  complaints  were 
received  during  the  year  regarding  smoke  emissions  from  the  Tannery.  Early  in  the  year  the 
Company  considered  alternative  fuels  available  such  as  gas,  oil  or  improved  solid  fuel  burning 
equipment.  After  much  consideration  and  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  improved  solid  fuel 
equipment  should  be  installed  and  an  assurance  was  given  by  the  National  Coal  Board  that  the  plant 
would  then  be  capable  of  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  As  the  year 
progressed,  this  equipment  was  fitted,  although  there  were  unfortunate  and  unavoidable  delays  and 
there  was  a  decided  improvement  in  the  position  so  far  as  emissions  were  concerned.  During  the 
whole  time  of  the  conversion  the  National  Coal  Board  gave  valuable  assistance  to  the  firm  and  had 
technicians  regularly  inspecting  the  plant  and  advising  on  stoking. 
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SCHOOLS 


No  complaints  were  received  as  to  the  general  condition  of  schools.  Treatment  was  necessary 
at  six  premises  to  deal  with  minor  infestation  by  rodents  and  spraying  has  also  been  carried  out 
against  cockroaches. 

LICENSED  PREMISES 

There  are  thirty  three  Licensed  Premises,  including  four  Clubs  and  the  Civic  Hall,  in  the 
district.  On  the  whole  the  sanitary  accommodation  is  satisfactory.  Minor  improvements  are 
continually  being  carried  out.  The  premises  are  conducted  in  a  clean  manner  by  licencees  and  there 
has  been  no  occasion  to  complain  in  that  respect. 

VERMIN 

In  several  instances  advice  was  given  to  occupiers  to  deal  with  minor  infestations  with  ants 
and  other  vermin.  Treatment  was  carried  out  to  deal  with  ants  in  19  instances,  cockroaches  12, 
wasps  34,  beetles  1,  slugs 'land  wood  lice  1.  There  has  been  no  report  or  evidence  of  bugs  during 
the  year,  but  suitable  insecticides  are  kept  available  if  the  need  for  treatment  should  arise. 

Mosquitoes 

During  the  course  of  the  year  and  particularly  during  warm  weather  spells,  numerous  complaints 
were  received  from  residents  of  the  Shrewbridge  Hall  Estate  concerning  nuisance  from  mosquitoes. 
Advice  was  sought  from  the  regional  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and 
a  representative  inspected  the  site  and  arranged  for  identification  of  specimens.  It  was  concluded 
that  breeding  was  taking  place  on  low-lying  land  alongside  the  river  in  the  Shrewbridge  Road  area 
on  land  which  was  subject  to  flooding.  Spraying  was  carried  out  on  several  occasions  to  try  and 
reduce  the  nuisance  and  it  is  hoped  that  when  the  River  Improvement  Scheme  is  carried  out  in  this 
area  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Rivers  Board,  longer  term  measures  can  be  carried  out  with  the 
building  up  and  drainage  of  low-lying  ground. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  tip  and  sewage  works  are  regularly  inspected  and  treated  when  necessary.  Warfarin 
poison  in  an  oatmeal  base  and  Alphakil  have  been  very  successfully  used.  Apart  from  special  visits 
to  premises,  conditions  are  observed  in  the  course  of  visits  for  other  purposes,  such  as  food 
inspection,  factories,  shops  etc. 

Occupiers  of  infested  premises  have  the  opportunity  of  themselves  dealing  with  rats  and  mice 
or  alternatively  have  the  service  provided  by  the  Local  Authority;  advice  upon  private  treatments 
is  frequently  given.  In  all  cases,  including  private  dwellings,  the  costs  incurred,  plus  an 
establishment  charge,  are  recovered. 

There  was  no  occasion  to  serve  formal  notice  during  the. year,  although  informal  action  was 
taken  in  4  cases.

GENERAL  SANITATION 

Under  the  Municipal  Bin  Scheme,  130  bins  were  supplied  in  connection  with  which  the  annual 
charge  of  25p  each  is  made,  61  of  these  being  replacements,  A  tipping  site  has  been  used  in  the 
adjoining  Rural  area  since  1961  and  there  is  no  refuse  disposal  tip  in  use  in  the  Urban  area.  The 
use  of  the  tipping  site  at  Edleston  was  continued  during  the  year.  Information  regarding  the  use 
of  polythene  sacks  for  refuse  collection  is  given  in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health's  Report  under 
the  heading  "Public  Cleansing", 

RIVER  POLLUTION 

The  Rivers  Authority  is  responsible  for  work  in  the  prevention  and  abatement  of  pollution  of 
rivers. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1955 


One  private  slaughterhouse  was  licensed  and  is  used  only  by  the  owner/occupier.  The  remaining 
butchers  have  obtained  supplies  "off  the  hook"  from  premises  in  the  Rural  area,  Haste  and  condemned 
material  is  removed  from  the  slaughterhouse  at  regular  and  frequent  intervals  by  a  private  contractor. 
The  standard  of  meat  quality  has  been  satisfactory. 

In  the  slaughterhouse  there  were  miscellaneous  items  of  offal  such  as  livers,  lungs,  mesenteries 
with  localised  affection  with  parasitic  conditions.  No  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  were  found.  There 
were  no  horses  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  during  the  year.

In  accordance  with  the  maximum  scale  of  charges  laid  down  by  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations, 
1963,  as  amended  by  the  Moat  Inspection  Amendment  Regulations  1971,  for  the  inspection  of  animals, 
the  sum  of  £107,30  was  recovered  from  the  occupier  of  the  slaughterhouse.

There  are  17  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  1955  Act  for  the  preparation  or 
manufacture  of  sausages,  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food,  including  6  fish  frying 
premises;  33  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream;  142  visits  to  food 
premises  were  made  in  the  year  apart  from  32  visits  to  examine  food. 

There  were  eight  informal  references  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  but  no  formal 
proceedings  were  necessary. 

There  is  no  ice  cream  made  in  the  area  by  the  "hot  mix"  method.  All  of  it  is  obtained 
in  a  prepacked  condition  from  wholesale  makers  in  other  districts. 

A  "Hot  Dog"  mobile  stall  operates  in  the  town  at  the  weekends  and  this  is  subject  to 
periodic  observation.  A  fresh  fish  hawker  visits  the  town  on  Thursdays  and  his  vehicle  complies 
with  Food  Hygiene  requirements. 

There  have  been  continued  frequent  requests  for  examination  of  foodstuffs,  and  the 
following  is  a  statement  of  goods  examined  and  disposed  of  in  a  manner  to  prevent  human 
consumption.  The  usual  method  of  disposal  has  been  by  burying  at  the  refuse  tip.
